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A fuel cell ( 1 ) having an electrode comprising an electrocatalyst ( 32 } on 

a support, wherein the support is a mesh { 3 0 ) of conductive material such 

as a metal, metal alloy and metal composite ( e.g. titanium or titanium alloy ), 

is disclosed, as well as a method of operating such a fuel cell by contacting 
a fuel and an oxidant on said electrode. The electrolyte of the fuel cell may 
be an ion exchange membrane . 
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
